Two Houses Buy the Fort Worth Stock- 
Yards and Will Erect Great Plants, 


Which, However, Are to Be Operated 


Independently—Ventare Will Be At- 
tended by the Expenditure of More 


than $1,000,000, and Means New Mar- 
kets for the Southwest. 


Chicago packers are to reach out and se- 
cure a foothold in the Southwest, two great 
plants at Fort Worth, Tex., being in pros- 


pect. 


By a contract signed yesterday Swift & 
Co. and Armotr & Co. become joint owners 
of the stock-yafds in the Southern city, and 
are to erect packing-houses to cost $1,000,- 
000 or more. Upward of 1,000 men: will be 


employed. . 


The parties to the contract were J. Ogden 
Armour, President of Armour & Co.; Gts- 
tavus F. Swift, President of Swift & Co., 
and G. W. Simpson, President of the Fort 
Worth Stock-Yard’s company. The confer- 
ence of the men interested was held in the 


Rookery Building. 


. The plants to be erected will be similar to 


those operated by the companies in St. Louis, 


Kansas City, St. Joseph, and Omaha. 
While it is the first time that Armour & 


Co, and Swift & Co, have joitied in the estab- 


lishment of new plants at the same place 


and time, it is said to be no indication of any 


consolidation of interests of the two compa- 
nies. Each firm will conduct its own business. 
in the Fort Worth plants the same as at other 


points. 


The step is safd to be in the line of progress.

Start for Colorado Together. _ 
or several months previous to their de- 
parture from this city Anthony and Haggins 
had been thseparable companions. Both are 
urneymen painters and worked together. 
te im June they concluded to visita brother 
of Haggine who owns a ranch in Colorado. 
They secured railway tickets to a point near 
Beverly Junction and left Chicago together 
on June 24. Here is what “Anthony tells the} 


police: 

“As we had no railway tickets beyond 
Beverly Junction we left the train at that 
point and concluded we would beat our way 
to Colorado. A short distance out we at- 
tempted to board a fast freight train. John 
handed me his coat and we both tried to get 
into an open box car as the train passed. 
The last' I saw of John was that he was 
struggling to draw his legs after him into the 
' ear. The thought struck. me at the time that 
there may have been tramps in the car and 
that they were preventing him from entering. 
I secured a hold on the side ladder and suc- 
ceeded in getting aboard the train. We had 
not gone more than ten miles when the train 
crew chased everybody off. John was not in 
the crowd and-I could see or hear nothing 
about him. As I did not know his brother in 
Colorado I resolved to get back to Chicago.” 


Avoids Home of Missing Man. 
_ Anthony did not go to the home of the miss- 
ing man, where he is well known, and tell 
the story. When the friends of the missing 
| man learned that he had not arrived at his 
' brother’s home in Colorado the ice were 
notified.

r Yates Calls Rest of Eighth 
‘Battalion from Camp Lincoln to Aid

, Springfield, Aug. 10.—Governor. Yates, 
at the request of the Chief of Police, at 10 
o’clock tonight commanded Major Marshall, 
Bighth Battalion, Chicago, now encamped 
at Camp Lincoln, to render assistance in 
quelling a riot at Frank Fitzsimmons’ saloon 
on “* the levee,”’ in the heart of the city. 

Fifty members of the colored battalion are 
engaged in a free-for-all fight at the saloon, 
and a number of residents of the vicinity 
were brutally beaten. Provost details were 
‘gent from camp, and al) soldiers found in the 
city were placed under arrest. 

All police officers were called to the sta- 
tion and held in readiness for emergency 
work. |

tion of the city. Negroes are indignant at 
the action of the officers in raiding the place 
at the time of the riot and details of colored

Indiana Health Officer Expresses His 
Resentment at Unnecessary ‘Mor- 
tality Among Children. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 10.—[{Special.J— 
Secretary J. Hurty of the State Board of 
Health thinks it is Sometimes necessary to 
be brutal in order to impress facts upon those 
who neglect the ordinary rules of health 
through motives of mistaken economy,. 


he found that 454 children under 5 years old 
died of diarrhetic diseases, which he thinks 
are preventable. 

“It’s a terribly grim way of looking at it,” 
he mused, “‘but say these children averaged 
twenty pounds apiece.

About the same time A. W. Perry, a mer- 
chant of Momence, started proceedings look- 
| ing to Payson’s disbarment in Illinois. 
prepared a list of affidavits, including one 
of -his own, to be presented to the Attorney 
Genera! of the State, to be by him presented 


to the Supreme Court. 


In his own affidavit Berry’ stated that he 
had given’ to Payson for collection in the 
latter part of 1892 a claim against the Ger- 
mania Insurance company of Peoria for $425, 
_growing out of a fire loss he had suffered. 
Later Payson wrote him telling him that an 
agent of the company would call on him 
seeking a settlement, but advising his client 
to have nothing to do with the agent, as he, 
as a lawyer, could get more money out of the 


company. 


On March 10, 1893, Perry swore, Payson 
told him that the company had not yet paid 
the money, and on May 15 Perry engaged the 
law firm of Kay & Kay to handle the case. 
Then it was discovered that the $425 had 
been paid Payson on the Jan. 4 previous. 
Attached to Perry’s affidavit was one by 
Charles Cremer, secretary of the instrance 
company, that he had paid the money in 
January and a copy. of the receipt Payson 


had given him.

Ely says that in the presence of a colossus | 
like the billion-dollar steel trust he feels 
more inclined to ask questions than to dog- 
matize. He does not pretend to say whether 
great industrial combinations of this kind 
will be good or bad for the nation, but he } 
does believe they will be able to wield all

The injustice, then, to the debtor, except in the few cases that can be 
punished under the criminal code, is not due to the unlawful exercise of 
power by the officer. In addition to the liberal exemption law above quoted, 
by statute in force on July 1, 1901, the wages of the head of a family are 


- exempt to the amount of $15 a week, and in case of garnishment the gar- 


nisheeé may continue paying the debtor his wages up to this amount, re- 
taining only theexcess. Yet, in spite of all these safeguards, even when the 
writs are enforced in a legal and orderly manner, and with the United 
States Bankruptcy Court as a final refuge, the injustice and oppression in- 
flicted/in the name of the law can hardly be exaggerated.

What, then, is the remedy? The abolition of the justice courts and 
the substitution of a city court, with -increased jurisdiction, and for- 
mality, is not the solution, for the volume of justice court litigation is proof 
of the need of a “ poor man’s court.” When the time comes that we can 
have the same confidence of the justness of a judgment in a justice court

HERE was a time, happily before I became identified 
with the woman’s department of the Cook Oounty 
Jail, when little or no thought was given to the ref- 
ormation of the prisoners. Once received here they 
were assigned to cells and, except for the exercise 
hours, nothing was done in any direction, for them. 
Their greatest joy was in telling one another of their 
criminal eseapades. They delighted in telling of the 

~many crimesfor which they had never been appre- 
hended—of their sagaciousness in perpetrating some 
vicious breach of the law and what grand coup they 
had in mind when once they would regain their 
liberty. 

.  _I[s this condition surprising? It is not; it should not 


be. What else could be expected of these women? Un- — 


der such conditions anything else would have been little short of miraculous! 
What more natural than when they found themselves locked up together, with 
nothing done for them save imprisonment, that crime should be their only 
topic of conversation—their only thought. There was nothing else left for 
them! 

This is the condition I found at the Cook Oounty Jail. It filled me with 
horror, but not the horror that drives one away—the horror that drove me 
to a plain duty, the reformation of these wananey children, these so-called 


criminals, 


Fate willed that I was not to be alone in my work, and I was not—that is, 
not long. The Lake View Woman’s club soon joined me in my work in the | 
woman’s department in the jail and lost no time in bringing into action prac- 
tical methods for the reformation of their less fortunate sisters imprisoned 
here. From the philanthropic department of the club there emanated a sub- 
committee called the Jail committee, of which Mrs. Mary F. Clift. was and is 
chairman. This committee undertook, with the assistance of Mr. Whitman 
and myself, the task of the reformation of the female criminal—and a mighty 
task it was. Every effort that could be made to teach them self-respect was 
cheerfully resorted to. No harsh words for any one were permitted.or tolerat- 
ed. A breach of the prison rules was met with persuasion—explanation, en- 
treaty to do better fortheirownsake. By our continual presence among 
them, by our constant association with them—the ready sympathy and ad-

GREAT COLORED PU GILIST. 3 


Comes to America with His Reputa- 
‘ten Well Established, Athough 
Meeting Only a Few Boxers in Aus- 
tralia—Reminiscences of His Career 
in This Country—Two Matches in 
‘Which Local Ring Fans Are Inter- 
ested Fall Through.

Peter Jackson, or Peter the Great, as his 
friends—and they were without number— 
loved to call him, is*no more. A victim of 
that dreacfu) disease, consumption, Peter 
left this world in his adopted home, Aus- 
tralia, after an illness of about eighteen 
months. 
Jackson was about 40 years of age, and, it 
is claimed, was a native American, having 
first seen the light of day in Jacksonville, 
Fla. He was known, however, as a native 
ef the West Indies who happened to drift 
to Australia, and as he learned boxing in 
that country he was always spoken of in. 
fight circles as an Australian. 
. Kind, genial, a good conversationalist, well 
tip on all the topics of the day, an entertain- 
ing talker upon any’ subject but pugilism, 
Jackson was a man whom ‘it was an honor 
to meet. His fighting career dates back from 
1872, when he fought a draw ‘with Jack 
Hayes in Sydney, Australia. He afterward 
defeated Hayes in seven rounds, and, follow- 
ing it up’ with victories over Sam Britton 
and Mitk Dooley, -launched himself in the 
whirlpool of pugilism. — 
Peter engaged in but a few battles before 
he set foot on American soil as a fighter, but: 
he had the honor of being introduced as the 
champion of Australia. His defeats of 
George Godfrey, Joe McAuliffe, Patsy 
Cardiff, and numerous lesser lights are well 


known to fistic followers.

This law is, without doubt, based 
upon the similar holdup, sandbag measure 
of Wyoming, which requires a non-resident 
sportsman to take out a §40 license if he 
hunts for big game and then prohibits him 
from going out to hunt the game 
unless he takes a licensed guide. 
_It hardly need be said that this is protec- 
tion entirely beyond the limits of desirable 
action. It is no use to call game laws or 
even non-resident game laws un-American, 
and at best the American way of protecting 


which force a man to hire a guide whether 
he needs age or wants one or not, are things 
which are not destined to endure. 

So far as a non-resident law is concerned, 
Tilinois ts herself not in a position to make 
any protest. If you live across the Missis- 
sippi River.in Missouri or Iowa it costs you 
$10 to come over and play in the-yard of the 
Commonwealth of Illinois. The law has 
been construed to apply to club members 
who live in another State but who own 
grounds in this State. Thus it may be seen 
that the States of the Northwestern group 
are gradually working into uniformity and 
to additional severity in their game laws. 
These non-resident license acts have created 
@ great deal of protest, which has come 
largely from the more selfish and unthinking 
classes, who simply want to go on fn the old 
way they have always gone. The ultimate vir- 
tue of the non-resident game law seems to 
lie in the fact that it naturally keeps a man 
nearer home for his shooting and hence tends 
to. enforce the game laws, so that oge may 
have a little game of his own to shoot at 
without going away and putting up money 
for the privilege. There is no question that 
within the last two or three years the game 
laws, even in this benighted State, have 
risen rapidly in the general respect and un- 
derstanding of the people. oo 

{tps in Case of Trouble. 

If you go out fishing you are sure to get 
fish hooks stuck into you once in a while. 
When this happens do not try to pull the hook 
out the way it went in. Cut the snell of the 
hook off. close to the shank and press the 
point of the hook out until it makes another 
opehing. Then pull it out, shank and all, 
through this second aperture. Put on witch 
hagel, alcohol, or a weak solution of car- 
bolic acid. If it hurts you, whistle. 

Of course, if you go deer hunting in Wis- 
consin or Michigan you will expect to get 
shot once in a while If you or a friend 
should be caught by a stray bullet in this 
way, and not be killed by it, wash the bullet 
wound well. Then take a clean rag and 
saturate:it in a weak solution of carbolic acid 
or alcohol. Put the rag over the wound and 
keep it wet. The antiseptic side of surgery 
is worth all the rest. Do not try to dig the 
bullet out, for it may be, in gentlemen of a 
certain build, a couple of feet or so down to 
the bullet, and it is painful fishing for lead 
under such circumstances. A good prepara- 
tion for a crude antiseptic lotion is carbolic 
acid, ohne part in forty parts of water. 

Of course, if you go hunting you will get 
snake bitten every once in a while, and it is 
well enough to know what to do in an emer- 
@genoy of that nature. Put a stout rubber 
band above the wound to stop the circulation 
of the blood, or twist a handkerchief above 
the wound by means. of a tourniquet. Into 
the wound itself dust freely a quantity of 
permanganate of potash. Give whisky 
enough to intoxicate, and keep up smaller 
amounts of liquor for several days. Into this 
liquor put sampson wood (Echinacea augusti- 
folia), oné ounce to each pint of whisky. Re-

CITY EDITOR. WANTED. 
“Bring on: your competent union ‘city 
editor,”’ prays ex-Editor Jones. 
“You've got him,”’ was the recent reply of 
the union. And yet on Monday, July 29, on 
the occasion of a local criticism of the city 
Board of Equalization, which board had been 
indorsed by Mr. Jones’ when he was editor, 
Mr. Jones was forced to say in an editorial 


apology: 
* Barly Monday morning Mr. Marshall, 


acting city editor, was asked for an explana-. 


tion, and he flatly disavowed responsibility, 
laying it to the door of. the courthouse re- 
porter, Mr. Weibling, overwhom, we, the 


Press-Post management, can have no. seatvek 


or authority owing to the regulations recent- 
ly forced upon us by the organization known 
as Newswriters’ Union No.2.: . 

Not being able to obtain satisfaction 
whatever from Mr. Marshall, oyr city editor, 
and preferring to have no city editor at all, 

rather than ‘one so0- “wholly incompetent, Mr. 
Marshall wae politely requested to resign. 
He refused pointblank, We do not know 
how long we shall be obliged to suffer Mr. 
Marshall's damaging incumbency ae acting 
city editor, but we shall try to accomplish: 
‘his removal without much delay, and, mean- 


while we: humbly beg and pray for the char- 


itable indulgence of. our — suffering and 
patient readers.”"" 
The straight thread of. an unusual story 
runs from,the organization of the News- 
paper Writers’ Union No. ate the above anti- 
. climax in journalism. 


FORMING THE UNIONS. 
- Newspaper . Writers’ Union No. 2 was or- 
and chartered.in Columbus on May 
1, 1900. In the preamble to its constitution 
it advanced the argument: .“ Realizing that 
as much benefit to.employer and employé 
may be obtained through -the. intelligent or- 
ganization of the editorial department or of 
any of the mechanical departments of a 
newspaper, we therefore form this organiza- 
tion.” Which is -dread@fully poor and in- 
volved English for even an Essay Writers’ 
Union No. 967. However, this purpose was 
taken for granted qud-the new order was 


incorporated into the “ Writers’ 
Union No. 2 of the International Typograph- 
ical Union of North America.” In which 
amaigamation lies all.the powers of the 
Newspaper Writers’*Union No. 2, with its 
scale of $20 a week for,city editors, $17 a 
week for telegraph editors, and a minimum 
of $12 a week for such reporters as ‘‘ have 
two years’ practical experience,’ gaining 
this experience as apprentices in offices 
the proportion of one apprentice to five union 
reporters. 

Not many things happen in Columbus, O., 
aside from its successive boodle Legisla- 
tures, but in case anything should break 
loose there are four papers to describe it. 
One of these papers is the Ohio State Journal, 
printed in the morning; the Dispatch, Citizen, 
and Press-Post jare afternoon productions. 
For some reason the Journal’s staff and man- 
agement did not become interested in the 
Newspaper Writers’ Union No. 2: as to the 
afternoon papers, there jis a dispute still as 
to which publisher really was first to sign 
the union’s contract, 


JONES’ TROUBLES BEGIN. : 

Things began to happen to Jones and the 
Press-Post in March last. Mr. Jones had 
been in Europe. Before he went he had 
committed his paper—it really was his paper 
then-—to a certain Mayoralty candidate. But 
he insists that City Editor Creager, with his 
union reportorial staff, worked aqeinet the 
Press-Post’s candidate. . 

There Was an accounting before Mr. Jeucs 
returned. As a result City Hditor Creager 
and a reporter were discharged. «A strike 
was declared on March 26, and in the absence 
of Editor Jones a brother of the editor 
signed a new contract, which had among its 
other terms a provision for arbitrating the 
question of the discharge. In this agreement, 
however, a clause under which the edi- 
tor of the Press-Post thereafter was inhibit- 
ed from discharging any reporter on his 
paper; only the city editor might do that. 

Succeeding City Editor Creager, whose dis- 
charge was approved by an arbitration com- 
mittee of three, came David J. Marshall, 
now President of the Newspaper Writers’ 
union. Marshall became city editor under 
the new which made him dictator 
of. the and telegraph services of the 
paper. Marshall might be discharged by the 
management of.the paper, provided it was 


thetic but Mr. Sones could not say an 
official ‘‘booh” at any reporter under the 
city editor. He could not even limit the 
number of reporters to be employed. , 


COOP. 
present summer Mr. Jones 


became dissatisfied with his news service. 
Marshall said it was all right. One July 
afternoon the crisis came. A, wreck had 
occurred in the railroad yards of-such mag- 

nitude as to call for scare-head type. All 
the other papers used it. The Press-Post 
did not. “* Why?” asked Editor Jones. City 
Editor Marshall explained that Railroad Re- 
porter Dearduff was responsible for it. Dear- 
duff contended that as wrecks were not rou- 
tine news he could goto the scene of one only 
on the express assignment of the city editor. 

Editor Jones admits that he may have said 
some hasty things. In. the face of a threat- 
ened strike if he insisted on the discharge 
of Dearduff, and when * lock-out” was 
spoken by Marshall, he admits that he chal- 
lenged Marshall. to “ let it begin at once, by _ 
all means.” And the whole staff of ten men 
and one woman, members. of the union, 
walked out. 

There are things which Mr. 
know about newspaper work; he says 80 
frankly. But under his Associate Editor 
Butler and his Managing Editor Cooper he 
became city editor himself—a position. in 
which he might hope to have something of 
the authority which rights of ownership had 
once promised. He got five young men out 
of the State University on his staff, gave 
them their merits, took their copy 
when they came in, and the first batches of 
his edited news went out to the composing- 
room at 10 o'clock on the morning of July 12.

Jones had written an editorial on the gen- 
eral labor situation in the United States and 
left it on the hook while he went out to meet 
a business engagement. When he returned 
a few hours later the Press-Post was in the 
hands of Receiver L. P. Stevens, who had 
edited Hditor. Jones’ leading editorial with 


no unsparing hand! 


RECEIVER IN CHARGE. 

Mr. Jones declares that the bill for a re- 
ceivership was presented by a man at enmity 
with him and to the Judge of a court whose 
candidacy the Press-Post had antagonized 
in marked degree. 

For ten days this receivership continued, 
when by appéal it was set aside on July 23, 
subject to a final hearing at the fall term 
of court. So, under a reinstated editor-in- 
chief, the paper was issued until Editor 
Jones felt that he should ask for City Editor 
Marshall’s resignation. When 
would not resign Mr..Jones began his series 
of apologies, first of which, on July 29, read: 

“A little before our noon edition of last 
Saturday went to press the report reached 
this’ office that the strike of.the ice handlers 
had been settled. Acting City Editor Mar- 
shall was immediately notified by Managing 
‘Editor Cooper, and he (Marshall) claimed 
that the matter was substantially covered. 
A little later, when the paper made its ap- 
pearance on the street and elsewhere, and 
when it was altogether too late to remedy 
or correct the grave negligence, we made the 
extremely mortifying discovery that -the 
Press-Post was not printing the news in 
that edition. Mr. Marshall and his assist- 
ants, of course, expect to draw their full 
week’s salaries today.” : 


STICKS TO THE SHIP. 

Not even this moved the journalistic Cas- 
sabianca. Not till the local columns had at- 
tacked the Equalizing board and the ed- 
{torial arraignment of Marshall had fol- 
lowed did the city editor let go, late on the 


afternoon of July 31, And on the nextday In 


chapels to be as one under the chairmanship 
of the paper’s business manager. — 

With City Editor Mitchell gone, L. A. Par- 
gons, one of the reporters, was acceptable to 
the union of news writers. He was not, and 


is not, acceptable to Editor Jones, but he is 


drawing his pay from an unwilling purse. 
One of his reporters is Miss Clara Markeson, 
and a week ago another tangle resulted in 
the chapel. Miss Markeson went on her 
week’s vacation. The union, as it had 
agreed, furnished another society reporter. 
Unfortunately, however, the young woman 
already was doing society reporting for an- 
other paper. For two reasons Editor Jones 
objected to the substitute. First, he feels 
that the Press-Post should be entitled to an 
occasional “‘ scoop,”” even from society ranks, 
and that he could not hope for this from the 
substitute provided. Further, he charges 
that the union, in naming the young woman 
from another paper, violated its rules pro- 
hibiting a member from holding two pay 
tions at the same time. 


LIMITS THEIR NUMBER. : 

Under these renewed hostilities Mr. Jones 
availed himself of the privilege of Nmiting 
the number of his reporters and issued or- 
ders to City Editor Parsons to cut the staff 
to four reporters and a possible apprentice. 
That staff today is composed of Thomas 
Baron, L. A. Parrish, Edmund Weibling, and 
Miss Markeson, the city editor, not having 
seen fit to take on the one apprentice. And 
this is the situation out of which Mr. Jones 
is telegraphing and writing to President 
Lynch of the [International Typographical 
union, asking that he come as soon as pos- 
sible and help reach an adjustment of dift- 
ficulties, which Jones declares are ruining 
his business. 

He has net hesitated to continue his de- 


mands upon the Newspaper Writers’ union 


No. 2 to provide a satisfactory city editor, 
but he says the union cannot deliver the 
goods. In the meantime, a union city editor 
is conducting the news department of the 
paper*>in a way that Mr. Jones considers 
destructive: to his property.
